noting the ferocity of the conflict at 
Port Arthur. Ho will leave here to- 
morrow to rejoin Gen. Kuropatkin.

ASSAULT IS" IMMINENT. . 


Local students of the military situa- 


tion at Port Arthur, basing their deduc'- 
tions upon rcofnt developments there, 
arc of the opinion that another grand 
assault is either occurring at the pres-' 
ent timo or is imminent. This opinion 
is based on the heavy bombardment of 
the Russian stronghold that occurred on 
Sept. 16, for such a bombardment forms 
the usual prelude to an' assault; on a 
recent authoritative statement that the 
Japanese siege works are completed, and- 
on reports from Japanese sources'that at. 
Port Dalny*m assault was expected to 
take place in a few days. These reports 
were received last week. 


In'addition to the foregoing there is 


the common knowledge that the Japa- 
nese realize that their continued inactiv- 
ity increases the resisting power of the

No one of the Uucffncr family 
hud been around the house during the 
evening or later with lights njd it was 
impossible for fire to start in two and , 
perhaps three places through any fault 
of the family, especially in lace curtains 
nnd a bed, but the kitchen fire may have 
resulted from the first two.

When seen this morning Mr. Hueffner 


and his sons could advance 110 theory, 
except that when Mrs. Hueffner heard a 
noise and got up there might have been 
bur<'l«rs working about the place and 
set "fire to things.

1 MADISON, Sept. 16.—Tho people of 
Wisconsin will probably learn one week 
from next Tuesday which of the Repub- 
lican state tickets is entitled to the 
badge of regularity. After listening to 
arguments in the ease for two days and 
a half tho court adjourned today until 
Tuesday, Sept, 27. 


Some interesting 
sparring 
between 


.the attorneys marked tho concluding ar- 
guments in the state ticket case. The 
final pleas in the argument were made 
by J. M. Olin for the Cook ticket and by 
R, M. Bashford for the La Follefte tick- 
et. The closing argument was made by 
Mr. Olin. In discussing section 35, re- 
vised statutes of 1SOS, Mr. Olin said he 
thought the construction placed on sec- 
tion 35 by the La Follette people was of 
recent origin. 


ALLEGED OF RECENT ORIGIN. 
Mr. Olin said ho thought the con- 


struction placed on section 35 by the 
La Follotto .people was of recent o.rigtn. 


"You wiU"find the1 argument in my 


brief the same as my real argument," 
said Mr. Bashford. 


"You did not present any argument 


on tho subject at Chicago," said Mr. 
Olin. 


that the argument should be confined to 
what the law really authorized. 


Mr. Olin also reviewed the story of 


the statute and claimed its history in- 
dicated that the late Gen. E. E. Bryant 
entertained the same theory as to the 
statute as the attorneys for the plain- 
tiffs. 


Mr. Olin's argument on section 35 of 


tho revised statutes was followed very 
closely by the court. Once, when a 
question of Mr. Barnes led Mr. Olin 
away from His argument, Justice Mar- 
shall recalled him to the -subject by say- 
ing, "You are- talking on section 35 and, 
as this is very important, please contin- 
ue." 


NOT A POLITICAL QUESTION. 
In closing his argument Mr. Olin made 


an eloquent appeal to the court for an 
adjudication of the rights of the people 
given them under the statute. 


"This is'not a political question," said 


ho. "You 'muet. remember that in this 
decision may be bound up the determin- 
ation of which ot the two great parties 
in this country shall have control of the 
government and which shall control in 
the congress of the land. There ia no 
question of money value which might 
como before this court, which is equiva; 
lent to the rights in this- case."

Mr. Bashford called attention to South 


Carolina decisions on tho subject and 
said that the trend of all decisions was 
to leave decisions of such questions with 
tho people. Voters of Wisconsin 
are 


not noticing the action of the national 
committee nor waiting for this court to 
decide what they will do. 


In attacking tho equity jurisdiction of 


tho court, Mr. Bashford said that, this 
court, to assume jurisdiction and decide 
ior the plaintiffs would have to decide 
a convention having 430 delegates legal 
ns against a convention having 585 dele- 
gates. 


Mr. Bnshford in his argument evident- 


ly considered as very serious the ques- 
tion of members of the old state central 
committee having been also members of 
the new committee, and thus, unless 
their resignations were complete, in real- 
ity paused on their ovn case, as he de- 
voted considerable tinw in showing that 
the disqualifying effect had on the men 
•who were members of both committees 
had been raised by their having resigned 
from the new committee. 


The speaker devoted much of his time 


to enforcing the idea that all authority 
for governing a party rests with the par- 
ty itself and that there is no appeal 
from decisions of a party committee ex- 
cept to the people at the polls. 


On a question of the action of national 


convention, the speaker contended that 
tho complaint really impeached that ac- 
tion, which really bound no one. Ho 
also hold that the national committee 
wns not acting as if bound by that con- 
vention. 


Ho concluded by claiming that the su-

It is the 
sumo, with sugar, and it is soon to be 
demonstrated that tho steel interests of 
the country can bo carried on under one 
man agent. The business must bo con- 
ducted cheaper, or other combinations of 
capital will be formed, and when some 
party arises which will take the position 
tho government can do all the business 
of the people, and do it successfully, the 
people will have their opportunity to 
demonstrate thuir belief in this."

ettes. In France in the year 1759 the 
king had a minister o£ finance whose 
name was Etlenne de Silhouette. 
M. 


Silhouette used to amuse himself by 
covering the walls of his rdoms with 
outline pictures, which he afterward 
filled In with a black color to make 
them look llko . shadows. Ever since 
then a black outline picture has been 
called a silhouette. 


The English boy never learned to 


draw, paint or model. -His delight was 
just in cutting out pictures with his 
scissors, and after he -used the black 
paper his pictures attracted attention 
because they were so artistic. When 
he had grown to be a man ho became a 
soldier. He was Captain Tharp of the 
British' army and went to India, where 
he remained a number of years. In 
India the bo'y .who had made paper 
cut outs was In his glory. There he 
beheld real tlgera and leopards and ele- 
phants .and monkeys and hippopota- 
muses, and snakes'and wild goats and 
strange, beautiful birds—you could not 
name half ot the new kinds of crea- 
tures he saw. 'He studied them and re- 
membered them, according to the old 
habit ot his boyhood. 


After a number o't years -he returned 


to England. There his old friends, re-
